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Senior deals with mailbox move

Harry Holdcroft leans on his walker as shuf¬ 
fles down the dirt shoulder of the road to pick 
up his mail. 

The 91-year-old Innisfil man had picked up 
his mail from the end of this driveway for 53 
years, but was recently asked by Canada Post to 
move the mailbox 50 feet away to assist the 
letter carrier. 

Next, Harry and his wife, Hazel, were asked 
to replace their old mailbox and they complied 
and bought a new $75 box. 

“It was old and rusty, they were justified in 
saying it was too old," Hazel said from their 
cozy, green cottage near 25 Sideroad. “But the 
rest of it does seem finicky." 

She waves a letter the carrier wrote, thanking 
the Holdcrofts for replacing the box, but also 
asking them to lower the newly mounted box 
post down six inches, to conform with Canada 
Posts rules of a 42-inch height for mailboxes on 
rural routes. 

Neighbour Roy Leamen said he happened to 
be driving by when he saw Harry sitting in his 
wagon, resting after attempting to dig the post 
hole himself. 

Leamen and a friend helped Holdcroft put in 
the post, but could only go down so far because 
of the high water table on land so close to Lake 
Simcoe. 

“We didn't cement it in, so we have a choice 
to move it if we have to," Leamen said. “But it's 
absolutely ridiculous, the whole thing is. They 
are wonderful people, and I think Canada Post 
should be ashamed of themselves." 

Canada Post spokesman John Caines said 
changes came about on rural route deliveries 
across Canada due to safety concerns for its 
employees. 

During the last five years, experts involved in 
traffic safety reviewed 843,000 mailbox stops on 
rural routes to determine if there were any 
safety concerns for carriers.

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The Fence Bylaw 

A fencing dispute between neighbours recently brought my 
attention to the Town of Innisfil’s Fence Bylaw No. 052-05. This 
Bylaw governs disputes between property owners regarding 
fences, in respect of the location of the fence, the materials 
being used to construct the fence, maintenance or upkeep, the 
apportionment of the cost of constructing the fence or other 
related issues. An owner can actually request from the town 
fence-viewers to view and arbitrate the matter in dispute. 

A fence, as used in the bylaw, means any fence, wall (other than 
a wall of a building), gate or other structure or partition made 
of wood, metal or other substance which is used to enclose, 
separate, provide privacy or divide, in whole or in part, a yard or 
other land, or to separate or purport to separate land not under 
common ownership. 

Residential Fencing - restrictions are as follows: 

• Maximum 6 feet in height 

• A fence within 20 feet of the front lot line shall be restricted to 
not more than 3 feet in height 

• Measured from the ground level to the highest point on the 
fence. 

• No person shall construct a fence consisting wholly or partly 
of electrified wire material on or around a residential property 
or on or around a non-residential property that adjoins a 
residential property. 

• Cannot be constructed wholly or partly of barbed wire or other 
barbed material. 

Commercial / Industrial / Institutional - restrictions are 
as follows: 

• Maximum 8 feet in height 

• Barbed wire or other barbed material can only be used where 
the wire is placed from the top of such fence in a direction 
away from adjacent properties, including highways, and is at a 
height of not less than 7 feet above ground level. 

• Barbed Wire Exemption - a person may construct a fence 
consisting wholly or partly of barbed wire or other barbed 
material on or around an agricultural property, industrial 
property, public utility, storage site for chemicals or other 
property used for similar or related purpose. 

• Electrified Wire Exemption - a person may construct a fence 
consisting wholly or partly of electrified wire material on 
agricultural property, regardless of the use of the adjoining 
properties. 

The Bylaw also governs fences for in-ground and above-ground 
swimming pools. It states that no person is to place water in 
a privately owned outdoor swimming pool or allow water to 
remain in such a pool unless there is erected and maintained 
a fence and gate, which is not less than 4 feet from the ground, 
constructed of: 

/ Wire not less than 12 gauge galvanized or plastic coated with 
links of an opening of not more than 1.5 inches, or 
/ Steel panels or wood materials with no opening greater than 
1.5 inches, other than a gate, or 
/ Masonry comprised of brick or concrete block with no 
opening therein, except for a gate. 

/ NB: every gate is to be kept closed and locked at all times 
when the privately owned outdoor swimming pool is not 
under competent supervision. 

/ Hot tubs - every ‘hot tub’, ‘whirlpool’ or ‘spa’ must have 
a secure cover fully capable of closing the opening thereto 
and which cover is locked using the manufacturer’s 
recommended lock to prevent access when the structure is 
not in use.

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Is it too easy 
for our kids? 

T uesday's report card from Active Healthy Kids 

Canada contains few surprises. It grades Canadian 
children up to the age of 17 on their physical activ¬ 
ity, while comparing them to children in 14 other coun¬ 
tries. The bottom line is that Canadian children just aren't 
active enough, and that inactivity means they are at an 
increased risk of being overweight. 

Indeed, Active Healthy Kids Canada gives our nation's 
children a D-minus for their overall physical activity, 
while noting that children in Mozambique and New 
Zealand are graded with a B. Scottish children, mean¬ 
while, are so sluggish they've been given an F. 

The report suggests that Canada's culture of conven¬ 
ience is at the heart of the problem, but it further suggests 
something else - that not as many parents are playing 
with their children, and that parental role modeling is 
lacking as it relates to physical activity. 

Although there's always room for improvement, 
Canada does fairly well in providing children with oppor¬ 
tunities for physical activity. Active Healthy Kids Canada 
gives the nation a B-plus for providing public facilities 
such as parks, pools, arenas and bicycle lanes. Canada 
also gets a C-plus for organized sport participation. And, 
we're graded with a C-plus for physical activity within the 
school environment. 

Again, these grades could be better, but they at least 
show that government and communities have come 
together in most cases to provide adequate facilities for 
our children. 

Getting the kids to use them is another matter. Indeed, 
most Canadian children don't even walk or ride a bicycle 
to school. Active Healthy Kids Canada says 62% of sur¬ 
veyed parents say their children (ages five to 17) are 
always driven to and from school - either by automobile, 
school bus or public transit. Part of the reason may be 
excessive distance to school. The study found that the 
"socially acceptable walking distance" in Canada is less 
than 1.6 kilometres. If the distance is further, the study 
found that most parents opt to have their children driven 
or taken to school. 

Most important perhaps is the study's conclusion that 
Canadian parents just aren't doing enough physical activ¬ 
ities with their children. It found that just 37% of parents 
often play actively with their kids. 

Again, this shouldn't be surprising, but is probably at 
the heart of the challenge of getting kids more physically 
active. If children are finding themselves mired within a 
"culture of convenience", as suggested by Active Healthy 
Kids Canada, then adults and parents have only them¬ 
selves to blame, as the so-called culture of convenience is 
their creation.

Energy plan needs work 


As energy will be a defining policy 
issue in the upcoming provincial elec¬ 
tion, it is worth noting that Progressive 
Conservative leader Tim Hudalc's propos¬ 
als are the most disturbing. 

He correctly noted that wind and solar 
power subsidies cost us $66 billion per 
year, a frightening number, considering 
we also have to pay clean energy firms to 
sell their power back to the grid - an 
entire bureaucratic mismanagement 
when our own government should be 
managing its own solar and wind farms 
and assessing overall financial viability. 

Wind and solar power are not cost 
effective because of the expenses 
required to secure tracts of land, locate 
them away from people and transmit 
power back to the grid. 

But neither is the Tory idea to import 
cheaper energy from places like the 
American 'rustbelt' or Quebec. 


Also, outsourcing energy is an unwise 
choice when one proposes to nix thou¬ 
sands of public sector jobs. 

But in his zeal for affordable energy, 
Mr. Hudak cited cheap and abundant 
natural gas as a way to get prices under 
control and reclaim Ontario's economic 
specialty. 

The problem with natural gas produc¬ 
tion is that while it is cheaper than coal 
energy, it is still substantially harmful to 
the environment. 

Yes, clean energy is desirable, but not 
always feasible, and that is the difficulty 
posed by energy needs. 

The great irony of Mr. Hudalc's cheaper 
energy sentiment is that it is so com¬ 
pletely anti-environmental and Republi¬ 
can at its core. 

Mr. Hudak wants to get rid of the 
Ontario Power Authority, the quasi-legal 
body that legislates the actions of hydro 


plants. Given Liberal bungling in the gas- 
plant scandal, it is a disconcerting sug¬ 
gestion to eliminate the quasi-judicial 
body that regulates the energy industry in 
the name of cost-cutting. 

His wanting to rein in hydro rates so as 
to benefit businesses rather than resi¬ 
dents is also a traditionally conservative 
view held by the American Republicans. 

The danger with Mr. Hudak and the 
Tories' energy policy is that in wanting to 
streamline the system, make it cheaper, 
prune out a few rotten apple magnates, 
play on-your-side populist politics, etc., 
he could lay the foundation for a 'rust- 
belt' dirty energy economy Ontario never 
quite experienced before.

- In the event of an emergency, police can 
be contacted on VHF channel *16 or by call¬ 
ing 911 from a cellular phone. 

Police say it's crucial that boaters check 
all their equipment before heading out on to 
the water.

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Electronic Park Music Festival returning to Cookstown

The Electronic Park Music Festival will be 
returning to the Georgian Bay Steam Show 
grounds in Cookstown this September. 

For a while, though, it seemed as if the 
electronic dance music (EDM) festival might 
be in jeopardy. 

The problem wasn't noise. Only two com¬ 
plaints were received by the town, and a 
compromise was worked out that will turn off 
the music at 11:30 p.m. instead of midnight. 


South Simcoe Police also advised that there 
were no serious problems with last year's 
inaugural event. 

The problem was a recommendation from 
town staff. 

They suggested that the Georgian Bay 
Steam Show Club would need an Official Plan 
and Zoning By-law Amendment if the club 
planned to use the property as an event 
venue, and asking that the festival planners 
submit a site plan. 

Colleen McCourt, of the Electronic Park 
Music Festival, appeared as a delegation 


before Council on Wednesday asking for a 
one-time exemption from the staff require¬ 
ments to allow this year's festival to go ahead. 

She said organizers have spent about 
$100,000 printing 30,000 festival flyers and 
advertising. 

With "about three-and-a-half months to 
the festival," McCourt warned that there was 
not enough time to comply with the require¬ 
ments this year, putting the company's invest¬ 
ment at risk. 

When the issue came up on the agenda, 
Coun. Lynn Dollin proposed that instead of a 


site plan, the company submit an "event 
management access plan... to the satisfaction 
of emergency service providers," and that dis¬ 
cussions continue between the Georgian Bay 
Steam Show club and the town regarding 
Official Plan and zoning bylaw changes for 
future land use. 

She noted that the club is still looking at 
the ramafications of changing from its cur¬ 
rent agricultural/rural designation, which 
could include tax implications.

He was in stable condition Thursday 
afternoon. 

Nottawasaga OPP were called to the 
collision on County Road 10 near the 
4th Line of Essa around 10 a.m. after the 
unmarked OPP Impala cruiser rolled 
several times and struck a tree on the 
rural stretch of road. 

It's unclear at this point in the investi¬ 
gation why the cruiser left the road, 
according to Nottawasaga OPP Staff Sgt. 
Brian Humber, who was at the scene. 

"For unknown reasons the vehicle left 
the road and came in contact with 
trees," he said. 

The officer's family has been notified, 
according to Const. Kelly Daniels. 

She did not comment on the extent of 
the officer's injuries. 

"We have next-of-kin meeting the offi¬ 


cer at the hospital. We won't release 
details on the injuries until next-of-kin 
get to see the officer," she said. 

Daniels did not disclose whether or 
not the officer was involved in an inves¬ 
tigation at the time of the crash. 

Daniels also did not say whether the 
province's Special Investigations Unit 
has been called in. It investigates cases 
in Ontario involving police. 

"The SIU so far is not involved," 
Daniels said Wednesday afternoon. 

Daniels said police are asking wit¬ 
nesses to the collision to contact the 
OPP 1-888-310-1122. 

"We are looking for witnesses. There 
were witnesses, but they did not remain 
at the scene," she said. 

"We're in the very initial stages of the 
investigation. Obviously with the road 
closure we're looking at the investiga¬ 
tion itself and looking after the injuries 
of the officer," she added. 

Humber said a helicopter is being 
used in the crash investigation. 

OPP traffic collision investigators and 
reconstructionists are on scene. 

County Road 10 between Camp Hill 
Road to the 4th Line of Essa was closed 
for several hours for the investigation.

Caines said the positioning of mailboxes 
was changed to ensure delivery contractors 
could deliver mail by car with all four wheels 
off the road, that traffic could get around 
them when they were stopped, and they 
weren't blocking traffic at an intersection, 
etc. 

“We had to review every one of these 
(843,000) stops/' Caines said. “Some of these 
carriers make 700 stops a day and there have 


been a few fatalities along these routes.” 

Caines allows that in some cases, people 
who were inconvenienced by mailboxes 
being moved from their home to community 
boxes can be assisted by delivering mail to 
their door once a week by a carrier. 

Caines stressed they haven't received a 
single complaint from a rural customer. 

As the Holdcrofts' mail delivery system 
hasn't been changed to community mail¬ 
boxes, that rule may not apply to them. 

The Holdcrofts' neighbour, Sheila Walster, 


said she, too, was told to move her mailbox 
forward about six inches to line up with the 
Holdcrofts'. “Which is great. You know the 
winter we had, so when the snow plows go 
by, they're just going to take those boxes out 
with the plow,” Walster said. 

Canada Post's Anick Losier promised to 
review the Holdcrofts' delivery concerns and 
said she would be looking into the situation 
immediately. “For gentlemen like Harry 
with disabilities, the best we can do about 
this problem is to fix it," Losier said. 


But it's absolutely ridiculous, 
the whole thing is. They are 
wonderful people, and I think 
Canada Post should be ashamed of 
themselves.”

There are in fact more than 50 lake access points, 
ranging in size from a few feet of frontage, to 70 
feet, "and everything in between," said director of 
legal services, Jason Reynar. 

While there are concerns over the sale of some of 
the properties, Reynar suggested that one "good 
access... is better than three that are not main¬ 
tained at all," proposing that funds raised through 
the sales could be used to improve and maintain 
the retained parcels and developing them as 
proper parkettes. 

To a question about deeded lake access, Reynar 
pointed out that in some cases the deeded access 
doesn't refer to the town-owned road ends, but to 
private property. 

"Sometimes the land is not owned by us at all. 
It's owned in an estate that belongs to someone 
who is dead. It's complicated," he said. 

The policy attempts to at least simplify the sale 
process by setting out the steps. 

The town first declares a property surplus and 
then hires an appraiser to get at least one appraisal 
of fair market value — except for closed road 
allowances and landlocked parcels being pur¬ 
chased by adjacent landowners — and publishes a 
notice of the proposed sale for a two-week period. 

If there are no objections the sale goes through, 
with the purchaser covering survey costs, advertis¬ 
ing costs, administration fee, land transfer fee, and 
a land acquisition rate based on the appraised 
value. 


If there are objections to the sale, the issue is 
referred to council. 

"There is a certain amount of discretion there," 
said Reynar. 

If there is an objection to the sale from a neigh¬ 
bour — a valid objection — "council will be the 
ones ultimately to make that call," he said. 

Only abutting landowners would be able to pur¬ 
chase road allowances or ends, he said. 

The draft policy will be posted on the town web¬ 
site on May 29, and on council's agenda on June 4, 
"subject to some tweaks and changes," he added. 

The town is currently carrying out an inventory 
of potential surplus lands and developing a plan to 
determine which properties to keep and which to 
sell. The public engagement process is expected to 
begin this summer. 

"We want to capture people who are up here (for 
the season)... having the frank discussions," said 
Reynar. 

"Nobody wants to be blindsided by a change of 
this magnitude." 

There were some interesting suggestions from 
residents. 

One suggested that if the town plans to dispose 
of an unopened road allowance, the land costs 
should be added to the tax bill over time, instead of 
asking the adjacent property owner to come up 
with a lump sum payment. 

The option, she said, would make abutting 
landowners more likely to participate in acquiring 
the surplus property, something that has been a 
challenge in the past.

BRADFORD — A 27-year-old New¬ 
market man has turned himself regard¬ 
ing an assault outside a Bradford bar 
Sunday night that has left a man is fight¬ 
ing for his life. 

South Simcoe police say the suspect 
turned himself in Tuesday night and has 
been charged with aggravated assault 
and assault causing bodily harm. 

Police said they received numerous 
tips from the public in their hunt for a 
man following a fight with two local 
men in the back of the Eclipse Sports 
Bar and Grill after he was refused serv¬ 
ice at the bar. 

According to police, the suspect left 
the bar and got into a fight with a 34-

The first victim was transported to a 
Toronto hospital where he is in critical 
condition. The second man was taken 
to an area hospital and later released.

Two local women who have made it their mission to have 
Lake Simcoe declared a Heritage Lake are about to take it one 
step further. 

On June 11 at the Lake Simcoe Conservation Foundation 
gala, Marj Mossman says she and Barbara Love will be declar¬ 
ing it a heritage lake. 

"There is no legislation connected to this, just education," 
she said. “We are so lucky to have a lake with such a rich her¬ 
itage. 

“We should be very proud of the lake, take care of the lake, 
educate the children to take care of the lake," Mossman said. 

As part of the campaign, Mossman and Love have begun 
handing out two-sided postcards that state, "We Support Her¬ 
itage Lake Simcoe" and "Giving Lake Simcoe the recognition 
it deserves" on one side, and the goals of the campaign on the 
other. 

The postcards are designed to be displayed in the windows 
of area businesses, which support the concept of a heritage 
lake. 

Unfortunately, said Mossman, supporters of a Heritage 
Lake Simcoe were told that while there is legislation to declare 
rivers as "heritage waterways" there is nothing that refers to 
lakes. 

Yorlc-Simcoe MP Peter Van Loan advised them to "just go 
for it," she said. 

And that's what they've decided to do. 

Lake Simcoe formed at the end of the last ice age approxi¬ 
mately 11,000 years ago, as the waters of pro-glacial Lake 
Algonquin receded. 

From the First Nations who camped along its shores and 


travelled by canoe to its islands and fishing grounds, to the 
coureurs de bois and explorers such as Robert de la Salle and 
Samuel de Champlain, to to the era of the pioneers, Lake 
Simcoe has long been a focus of commerce and history. 

It was an important inland shipping route during the War of 
1812, and the hub of commercial fishing along with a vibrant 
ice industry, lumber and sawmills during the 19th century. 

With the advent of the railway, its importance for trans¬ 
portation declined, but its tourism value increased, as day 
excursions grew in popularity. 

"We hope that tourism will pick up," said Mossman, reas¬ 
suring residents around Lake Simcoe that there will be no 
restrictions or negative impacts associated with the declara¬ 
tion. 

"It's not designated, it's declared," she added, while also 
noting it's a celebration of history.

Young adults see the value 
in home ownership 



(NC) The desire to own a 
home is alive and well among 
Ontario's younger generations, 
according to new research 
from the Ontario Real Estate 
Association (OREA). A large 
majority - 77% of Generation 
Y and 79% of Generation X - 
say home ownership is impor¬ 
tant to them. Are you one of 
them? Together, these genera¬ 
tions include Ontarians aged 
19 to 49 years of age. 

"A large majority of younger 
Ontarians believe that own¬

• More than half of Gen Y 
and Gen X have a favourable 
assessment of the current res¬ 
idential real estate market in 
Ontario (51% and 63% respec¬ 
tively), while only 23% and 
17% have a negative assess¬ 
ment; 

• The majority also describe 
the economy as 'good' right 
now (61% of Gen Y and 57% of 
GenX). 

"Their positive outlooks 
show that these new and 
aspiring homeowners under¬ 
stand the long-term invest¬ 


ment potential of residential 
real estate," says Costa Pou- 
lopoulos, president of OREA. 
"With spring underway, the 
reawakening real estate mar¬ 
ket is a great time for prospec¬ 
tive homebuyers to explore 
their ownership options." 

The study, conducted by 
Ipsos Reid on behalf of OREA, 
examined public opinion on a 
variety of matters pertaining 
to the Ontario real estate mar¬ 
ket.

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Ontario CO alarm law 
hoped to inspire other 
provinces 


(NC)— A new Ontario 
law mandating the instal¬ 
lation of at least one CSA- 
approved carbon monoxide 
(CO) alarm in homes with a 
fuel-fired device or attached 
garage, will hopefully lead 
to more provinces adopting 
similar legislation, says the 
head of a foundation dedi¬ 
cated to victims. 

John Gignac is co-chair¬ 
man of the Hawkins-Gig- 
nac Foundation for CO Edu¬ 
cation, a charity he cre¬ 
ated following the death of 
his niece Laurie Hawkins, 
her husband and two chil¬ 
dren from accidental car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning in 
2008. A blocked gas fireplace 
vent forced the deadly gas 
back into their home. They 
did not have a CO alarm. 

“We are optimistic this 
Ontario law will be the tip¬ 
ping point for others across 


Canada," says Gignac, a 
former firefighter. “These 
deaths are preventable - 
and a law of this kind indi¬ 
cates to citizens just how 
serious this issue is." 

Given royal assent in 
November 2013, the Ontario 
law is expected to take effect 
on July 1 this year with 
a compliance phase-in 
period. The Yukon govern¬ 
ment was first in Canada to 
enact a carbon monoxide 
alarm law in early 2013, fol¬ 
lowing five deaths there. 

Many jurisdictions have 
adopted bylaws requiring 
carbon monoxide alarms, 
a good first step, Gignac 
believes. But provincial or 
even a national law is the 
best route to go to save lives, 
he says. 

The Hawkins - Gignac 
Foundation advocates the 


following safety steps: 

• Ensure that CO alarms 
are fully powered and 
installed outside bed¬ 
rooms, not in or near fur¬ 
nace rooms. One per floor is 
optimal. 

• Replace any carbon 
monoxide alarms man¬ 
ufactured before 2008. 
Their lifespan is 7-10 years, 
depending on brand. 

• Have a licensed tech¬ 
nician service heating sys¬ 
tems, vents and appliances 
each year. 

• Feeling like you have the 
flu without a fever, and feel¬ 
ing better when you leave 
the house, are telltale signs 
of CO in your home. 

• Consider the newest 
technology available. The 
“worry free" alarms, for 


example, now have sealed, 
10-year batteries that never 
need changing. And CO 
alarms with a continuous 
digital display (not push¬ 


button) let you see that 
your family is safe or make 
you aware of a CO problem 
before dangerous levels are 
reached.

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Council looks to control 
unregulated dumping 
in Innisfil

The Town of Innisfil’s site alteration by-law 
admittedly had loopholes that allowed a steady 
stream of dump trucks to bring fill from 
Toronto's subway construction to Innisfil prop¬ 
erties. 

"Recent experience with several property 
owners altering their sites has suggested that 
some of the statutory exemption language in the 
by-law could be strengthened to be in keeping 
with the spirit and intent of the by-law," a report 
presented to Innisfil council on Wednesday 
noted. 

That is, to prevent unregulated commercial 
dumping. 

The report recommended amendments to the 
by-law to ensure appropriate site alteration for 
agricultural and Planning Act-permitted grading 
only, and to incorporate the Ministry of the 
Environment's new Best Management Practices 
for excess soil for operations involving 1000 
cubic metres of fill or more. 

Council was asked to also approve two site 
alteration agreements with landowners on the 
14th Line of Innisfil who have been accepting 
large amounts of fill. 

Coun. Lynn Dollin, while reluctant to extend 
the 14th Line operations, agreed that a site alter¬ 
ation agreement was "the best resolution for the 
people who have been dealing with the incredi¬ 
ble amount of chaos that has been created by 
this," not only avoiding litigation, but setting 
limits on the amount of fill that can be accepted 
and a timeline for the operation. 

Coun. Doug Lougheed suggested delaying 
one of the agreements after hearing from a 
neighbouring property owner in open forum at 
the meeting, who called the agreement "prema¬ 
ture" until drainage concerns have been dealt 
with. 


However, director of legal services Jason 
Reynar warned that any delays would mean 
"two more weeks of no control or very little con¬ 
trol," and could result in rejection of the negoti¬ 
ated deal. "Certainly this has been a very chal¬ 
lenging negotiation." 

In the end, both site alteration agreements 
were approved, although Coun. Lynn Dollin 
amended the second document to ask that 
drainage and siltation be considered. 

"I'm in agreement with Councillor Dollin. 
This makes me a bit sick," said Coun. Rod Boyn¬ 
ton of the agreement that regularizes the dump¬ 
ing. But, he noted, "our hands are tied." 

"It's trying to seal up where we had exemp¬ 
tions under the Building Code, because that's 
where we had problems," said director of engi¬ 
neering Andy Campbell. The amendments to 
the by-law will require more stringent docu¬ 
mentation and submission of a fill management 
plan. 

"It's adding another layer of supervision. 
There are hundreds of thousands of tonnes of 
soil coming from the subways in Toronto that 
have to be dealt with," Campbell said, although 
he admitted that it will continue to be a chal¬ 
lenge to separate bona fide agricultural fill oper¬ 
ations from the "dirt jockeys. They will continue 
to try to find loopholes in our town and others," 
to make a profit. 

The town is providing a phone number that 
residents can call if trucks fail to stop at the 
specified time, and will brief both by-law offi¬ 
cers and South Simcoe police on the limits set 
by the agreements. 

"I think we need to enlist not only the police 
service but also the citizens of Innisfil," said 
Mayor Barb Baguley, urging residents to call 
customer service if they observe an "extraordi¬ 
nary number" of trucks turning onto a site. 

"I think we have to stop this before it happens 
again," she said.

The town also designated the festival as 
'municipally significant' for the purposes of a 
special events liquor licence, over the objections 
of Mayor Barb Baguley. 

Baguley argued that Cookstown received no 
economic benefit from last year's festival, 
despite assurances from festival organizers that 
they do use local restaurants and suppliers. 

"Everything is brought from elsewhere to be 
consumed there," Baguley said, noting that even 
the participants are bused in and bused back. 

Coun. Rod Boynton defended the designa¬ 


tion, suggesting that the visitors would "see this 
town for the first time, and perhaps come back. 
That sort of thing is immeasurable." 

"I'm a sceptic, and I'm not sure what the ben¬ 
efit is," replied Baguley, challenging the munici¬ 
pally significant description. "I just want to 
make sure we don't toss that designation around 
lightly." 

Director of legal services Jason Reynar noted 
that although the designation was created by the 
province, there is no provincial guidance as to 
the meaning, or what constitutes a significant 
event. 

"It's entirely up to you," he said.
